The first night audience was satisfyingly large ;—triday ment saw 
a full house, even to the stuffy baleony, pay tribute to a veally admirable 
production. 


With the whole-hearted cooperation of the Senior Class in selling tickets, 
and of the Senior girls especially in making candy to be sold between the acts; 
with the fine work done by the stage hands, and complheated heghting effects 
managed by Lawrence Ewell; with the untirine work of the cast in the daily 
rehearsals; with the splendid coaching of Mr. Carey, Earl Derr Bigger’s manu- 
seript could not have failed to be, as it was, a ‘‘smash hit’’ at the ‘‘box-office.’’ 


Among so many fine players, all worthy of mention, a few were particularly 
outstanding. 


Bilhe Parks, as ‘‘ Jane Gerson,’’ amply proved her histrioni¢ abilities in her 
portrayal of this typical American girl. Donald Shedd as ‘‘General Crandall’ 
turned in the excellent, polished performance his previous appearances in the 
Assembly Hall had led us to expect from him. Rosalie Bellitti (who sucked 
lemons between the acts for an ‘‘acting-up’’ throat) was every inch the charm- 
ing, gracious hostess as ‘‘ Lady Crandall.’’ A difficult part was that of ‘‘Capper,’’ 
the ‘‘down-and-outer,’’ played by Harry Dustin. His fine interpretation of the 
character entitled him to the applause he received at his exit. Warren Haley as 
the courageous, baffling ‘‘Captain Woodhouse’’ made love quiet as well as he 
handled the secret affairs of nations. John Pacino, the mysterious ‘‘Jaihmihr 
Kahn,’’ brought to that difficult character part all the sinister preciseness of the 
treacherous Indian. And the punishment that boy took when he was man-handled 
by Captain Woodhouse and the Sergeant ! 


No mention of the cast could be complete without highest praise for Harold 
L. Peabody in his role of the American consul. As ‘‘ Mr, Reynold’’ the versatile 
H. Lester delighted and amused his audience. The applause following his 
several exits was unquestionably warranted. 


The other players were all effective in their parts. The pride of Kewanee, 
“Mr. Henry J. Sherman,’’ was humorously played by Christopher Hursch. 
Dorothy Walkley as his tired, harassed wife, was well in character throughout. 
Henry Tweddle, Jr. was ‘‘Almer,’’ the Swiss hotel-keeper spy. Joseph Mazman- 
ian was “‘Major Bishop’’ whose little plan for the exposure of ‘Captain Wood- 
house’’ failed and caused a sheht ‘‘tempest in a teacup.’’ Andrew Plakias as 
‘“Hritz,’’ the barber; Geraldine Marshall as ‘‘Kitty Sherman;’’ Frank Pote as 
‘*Willie Kimball,’’ the small-town lad grown high-hat; Madeline Linden as 
‘*Maria,’’ the Italian cigarette-girl spy; Edward O’Connor as ‘‘Sergeant 
Crosby;’’ Olive Farnam, as ‘‘Nina,’’ ‘‘Lady Crandall’s’’ efficient personal 
maid; William Tobin, the bell-hop in the tricky green uniform; and the soldiers, 
Joseph Hanlon, Frank MeDewell Jr., Wyman Tobin, Joseph Broadbent, formed 
the well-trained, indispensable supporting cast.

Vocational School 
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It is the aim of the Vocational School to fit boys for useful employment 
through the development of the occupational skill required for the performance 
of satisfactory work under actual employment conditions in the following 
trades: automobile, cabinet making, electricity, machine shop, painting and 
decorating, printing, and sheet metal. 


One half of the time is devoted to actual shop work and the other half to 
related and academic work. The laboratory method of instruction which is 
used in the related classes is very closely correlated with the shop work. This 
close tie-up assures a thorough training in shop and technical information. 


The school attempts to prepare the boy morally, intellectually, and physi- 
cally for the vocation for which he seems to be best fitted by nature, ability, 
and opportunity; at the completion of his course the school places the student 
in the industry trained for, keeps in touch with his progress, and encourages 
his promotion.

As sophomores we gained the reputation of beimg one of the most spirited 
and enthusiastic groups ever to inhabit these traditional classrooms. 


We could not understand the amused stares of our upper classmen, as we 
shouted, stamped, and clapped at our football rallies. We were young! We were 
happy! We were enjoying a grand adventure. 


As we wandered through the building, we beheld the attractive library which, 
in its present form, not having reached its second birthday, was to us a priceless 
possession.

With Edward Berberian, 
Francis Crowley, Arthur DeMontigny, Walter Johansson, Gerry Marshall, Frank 
Pote, Dorothy Reeder, and Louise Shattuck, along with our efficient officers 
comprising our Hop Committee, it was no wonder that another success was added 
to our accomplishments. 


The fact that we were insignificant sophomores and that we were not given 
the pleasure of so many assembles as were the seniors was the least of our worries. 
We had not yet reached the ‘‘get-out-of-a-period’’ stage, though we did appre- 
clate every opportunity to become better acquainted with our able headmaster, 


Mr. Ralph L. Kendall. 


When the classes from the three Junior High Schools assembled and at 
length became an organized body, we discovered that we had many gifted artists 
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in our midst. Mary Elizabeth Smith, who early distinguished herself as a poet 
and scholar, was perhaps the most outstanding. Billie Parks, whom we soon learned 
to be one of our sweetest possessions, and charming Rosalie Bellitti were our 
talented aspirants to the field of drama. We must not forget our inimitable 
Harold Peabody who became so noted for his histrionic ability. The year 1935 also 
brought Warren Haley and Donald Shedd to add to the prestige of our mem- 
bership. 


In the hterary realm, Frank Pote was our first classmate to distinguish 
himself by becoming an advertising manager of the ‘‘ Review,’’ our time-honored 
school magazine. 


How often did Coach Brooks cast a look of dismay on the line of would-be 
athletes who represented our sophomore class! Little did he realize that he was 
gazing at some of the best school boy material in the state. Yet, three short 
years have developed those candidates with their uncertain voices and shaky 
knees into championship material. To Charley Stanley, ace hockey player, and 
Eddie Dugger, trackster, we are grateful for having saved us from the fate of 
being unrepresented on the varsity teams. Pidgie Hughes, Jimmie Dwyer, Dom 
Aughera, Maurie Carroll, Red Southwick, and Coffee Twomey were amone our 
fellow students who later became conspicuous for their athletic prowess. 


To the already wide range of organizations open to sophomore students 
was added the Stamp Club founded for those pupils interested in the collectiou 
and history of stamps. We are pleased to relate that we have four charter mem- 
bers among us; namely, Hazel Dobbs, Malcolm Ferguson, Christopher Hursh, and 
Harold Boyd. 


The Cum Laude Club composed of students whose names make up the honor 
roll, was for the first time that year established for the purpose of encouraging 
scholarship and according the honor due to those pupils who attained membec- 
ship in it. Medford High School is proud of its Cum Laude Club, and we of the 
graduating class feel a sense of pleasure that such an organization came into 
existence during our first year in the school. 


Yes, our sophomore year was a struggle but one from which we came with 
‘‘flying colors.’? Since we had been given the chance to make something of our- 
selves, we determined to do it, knowing we might never again have the oppor- 
tunity. 


Our sophomore year came to a close. We left school happy not only because 
two months of vacation lay ahead of us but because we were older and more con- 
fident; we were now one step nearer to our goal. 


Perhaps James Kenyon best described our feelings when he said, 


‘“With rustling wings, she swept from Heaven and stood 

Beside me where I loitered in the way. 

Her brow was calm and in her outstretched hand 
She bore a gift—a virgin bud that blushed 

Disparting its green sheath ... She spake no word, 
But paused a little space and looked at me 

With silent scorn; then plumed her shining wines 
In sudden flight, nor ever came again.’’ 


Older, wiser, a bit more serious we returned in September to begin a new 
school year, By this time thoroughly accustomed to the intricacies of Medford 
High, one of the largest classes ever to become juniors applied itself to the 
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regular routine of school life. In the fall elections, Frank Rohbacker was chosen 
president ; Audrey Costello, vice president; Gertrude Egan and Donald Shedd, 
secretary and treasurer respectively. Thus, under the guidance of these officers, 
we began a year of accomplishment in which the members of the class excelled in 
drama, music, athletics, and, last but not least, scholarly achievement. 


In our Medford High School, athletics play an important part in the life 
of the student—important in the sense that they train one in character-building, 
sportsmanship, and fair play. We try to keep in mind, however, that in our school 
scholarly achievement and endeavor play a far more important part. Our football 
team that year enjoyed a successful season checked only by its nemesis—Waltham. 
In the other games our team tied New Bedford, Lynn Classical, and Malden. All 
the others we conquered in regular Medford fashion. Among the members of this 
team were our classmen, James Dwyer, Eddie McCarthy, Leo MeCabe, Eddie 
Alves, and Pidgie Hughes. Other teams followed in their wake, establishing a rep- 
utation for true sportsmanship. The basketball team, due to our classmates, had a 
reasonably successful season. The hockey team elected as its captain, Charles 
Stanley, who became all scholastic the next year. Great honor is due Edward Due- 
ger who brought the state championship in the hurdles to Medford. 


Scholastically several students were outstanding. Billie Parks and Harry 
Dustin maintained the high standard of the class by winning the gold medal as a 
prize in the Eighth Annual Prize Speaking Contest. 


During our junior year, under the tutelage of Mr. Carey, successful dramas 
were presented among which were ‘‘The Valiant,’’ ‘‘The Traitor,’’ and ‘‘Speak- 
ing to Father.’’ Outstanding among our classmates in this group were Harold 
Peabody, Donald Shedd, and Warren Haley. 


Within our faculty had been working quietly a man who was to brine us 
fame—a man who was to place Medford High foremost among the musical 
eroups of New England. Of course we refer to one whom we regard now as our 
very own, Mr. Ralph L. Schoonmaker. To him we give credit for the direction of 2 
musical festival in which our class excelled in choral work. At this festival we 
were honored by the presence of the late Walter Smith, noted cornetist, and Ed- 
win Franko Goldman, nationally known band director. Later, he coached the 
band which won second place in the State Contest and first place in Class B in 
the New England Championships. 


And now, realizing that all good things must have an end, we, the junior 
class of 1937, feeling improved in mind and spirit, turned from our junior activ- 
ities, eager in the expectation of another year. 


Some sophomore has said, ‘‘Silence is golden—especially in the presence of 
a senior.’ No truer words have ever been spoken as we, since becoming illustrious 
seniors, have realized. During our first two years we stumbled time and again, 
committing such unpardonable errors as saying to a teacher the wrong thing at 
the wrong time, pushing the swinging door into an upper elassman’s face, and 
chewing gum audibly. The pinnacle was reached at last, however, and we became, 
so to speak, the noblest Romans of them all. 


Our first and foremost objective was the election of class officers who would 
act like drum majors and lead the class of 1937 to the climax of three overflow- 
ing years. When the roar of battle had died away, the survivors were Edward 
Hughes, president ; Dorothy Reeder, vice president ; Naney Child, secretary ; and 
Charles Stanley, treasurer. These four eminent personages chose an advisory 
council of twenty who cooperated to make the senior activities run smoothly. 
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In the field of sports our representatives carried on the traditions of Med- 
ford High School. The football team was riding under a ‘‘jinx’’ after Captain 
3ennett’s injury in the very first game, and other subsequent casualties. Never- 
theless Pidge Hughes, Jimmy Dwyer, and the rest of the team gritted their teeth 
against the odds, and we are proud of them. The hockey team under the brilliant 
leadership of Charle Stanley won second place in the Greater Boston League 
besides having five players selected for the All Star Team. Coffee Twomey eap- 
tained the indoor track team which won second place in the State Meet, while Ed 
Dugger, the State 220 yard champion, headed the outdoor track. The basketball 
team led by Ted Cervone was our pride and joy, for the Medford ‘‘hoopsters,’’ 
as a result of winning more than two-thirds of the games played, participated in 
the Tech Tournament. The Greater Boston League championship was carried oft 
by the soccer team captained by Bud Fichera. The baseball organization was un- 
usually good, with Captain Dom Augliera and his star players. But not all the 
credit should go to the boys. Through the efforts of Doris Miller and Rita 
Buckley in field hockey, Yolanda Zani and Marion Malatesta in basketball, and 
Jane Morgan in tennis, teams have been organized which have held their own in 
the face of opposition. After looking over the records of our athletes, we find 
that the motto of Medford teams is ‘‘ Never say die!’’’ 


The big social event of the year was the Senior Prom. For many weeks the 
committee had slaved and torn their hair in anxiety, but they were well repaid for 
their efforts. The dance was more than well attended by the seniors whose dress 
and conduct inspired respect—nay, awe—from the lower classmen. The large 
revolving crystal ball, which the enterprising decorating committee had secured, 
was ample proof of the extraordinary ingenuity of the class of 1937. 


When, after many weary hours of rehearsing, the senior play turned 
out to be such a huge success, it is no wonder that Mr. Carey went about with 
a ‘*Hail-fellow-well-met’’ look on his face. ‘‘Inside the Lines’’ by Earl Derr 
Biggers was the first Medford High School production to be given in a theatre. 
One more laurel to add to our already bristling crown. Well-poised Billie 
Parks did a fine job, as did Donald Shedd, Warren Haley, Harold Peabody, and 
the rest of the star-studded cast. The audience saw only the smooth performance. 
hittle did they know of the way Mr. Ricker flew around lke a chicken with its 
head off, collecting properties, and the way Miss Baker had to be in two dozen 
places at once to lend that ‘‘feminine touch.’’ To ushers, stagehands, faculty aids, 
director, and cast, we throw orchids. 


Speaking of dramatics, we were delighted with the performance of our 
representatives in ‘‘Le Théatre des Intrepides.’’ To Miss Loftus we express our 
appreciation for the lovely portrayal by her Modern Language Department. 


Whenever an assembly was called during the year, the benumbed brains of 
the seniors showed a spark of light. There was a fashion show for the girls, 
which gave them many ideas for their spring wardrobes. On another oceasion 
we all laughed at the anties of a professional make-up man who cleverly trans- 
formed his subjects: one, for instance, to resemble a clown; another, Cyrano de 
Bergerac. Recently several members of the alumni who are now in college 
presented inspiring talks which gave us much to think about. They reminded us 
that values are to be gained not only from books, but from contacts with our 
fellow-men as well. 


Last month it was our privilege to observe the centenary of Horace Mann as 
Secretary of Education in Massachusetts. There was conducted a school-wide 
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contest, in which prizes were offered for the best productions in the fields of 
literature and art. 


In the art division awards were made as follows: the second grand prize to 
Louise Shattuck; the first prize in the senior contest to James M. Rogers; the 
second, to Robert C. Butman; honorable mention to Harold Peabody and _ to 
Ethel Waterman. In the literary division the winner of the first grand prize was 
Henry Tweddle, Jr.; the winner of the second, Marjorie F. Hyde. In the 
senior class contest the first prize was awarded to Dorothy Walkley; the second 
to Guy Rizzo. Mary Elizabeth Smith received honorable mention. In view of 
the keen competition involved, great credit is due these winners. 


The ‘*‘Reviews’’ published this year were of rare content. We gazed with 
unrestrained pleasure at the photographs taken by Bob Smith and Bob Messenger. 
We laughed with uncontrollable mirth when we read the witty articles of Louise 
Shattuck and looked over the cartoons of Harold Peabody. We sighed and wished 
we were aesthetically inclined when we fell under the spell of poems by Dorothy 
Walkley, Anna Kisluk, and Mary Elizabeth Smith. The efforts of our staff 
artists and writers, have not been in vain, for we shall treasure our ‘‘ Reviews”’ 
for many years to come. 


Our record, of course, would not be complete did we fail to give due recog- 
nition to our illustrious scholars. To Mary Elizabeth Smith, valedictorian, 
and to Charles H. Corliss, essayist, we extend our heartiest congratulations. 


Now after three glorious years of work and play, we draw to the close of 
another chapter in our book of life. There are no words fine enough to tell of our 
sincere appreciation of all that Mr. Kendall and the teachers have done to aid 
us in our search for knowledge and strength of character. Nor would the social 
side of our senior year have been such an overwhelming success, had it not been 
for the guidance of Miss Baker and Mr. Harrison. Life is too short to live in the 
past, however precious the memories may be. We go on, therefore, with heroic, 
modern spirit to the new heights awaiting all that seek them,

The business of the meetings is received from the House of Delegates. If 
the motion is passed by the Cabinet, it is then sent to Mr. Kendall for his 
approval. 


Among the activities of this section of the Student Council was a cooperative 
effort in the sale of Senior Class Play tickets.

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About three years ago the Student Council of Medford High School was 
organized to permit the pupils of the school to have a voice in its governing. 


The House of Delegates, which is the lower body of the Council, has in- 
creased its work each year until now it is one of the most active organizations in 
the school. Many bills have been passed, many topics discussed, and many 
projects started, all of which are beneficial to the school. Although there are 
over sixty members in the House, the Meetings are conducted with utmost 
order and decorum by either the very able president or vice-president. 


One of the duties assigned to the House at the beginning of this school year 
was that of planning assembly programs for the different classes. To fulfil 
this task the president appointed a committee which has done splendid work in 
selecting speakers and performers. Another undertaking was that of planning 
a better cheering section for the coming football season. An appointed committee 
made out certain standards to which a student must qualify in order to become 
a cheer leader. Also, with the aid of the mechanical drawing department, a 
project has been begun to give the high school a student cheering section similar 
to that of Annapolis. 


In addition to carrying out such plans as these, the members of the House 
always willingly aid other- organizations of the school by selling tickets and 
eiving ‘‘pep’’ talks in their respective homerooms for every school affair, such 
as band concerts, the Senior Class Play, and especially sports. 


At the annual Eastern Division of ‘Student Councils’ Meeting held at the 
Arlington High School on May 8, 1937, our own secretary of the House of 
Delegates, Marion Knipp, was elected secretary of that interscholastic body for 
1937-88. 

The constitution states, ‘‘Hach member must cooperate to his utmost with 


the government which he has chosen.’’ It may well be said that this is dutifully 
carried out. 
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The M. H. S. Boys’ Club, a cosmopolitan group, to which any boy of good 
character in the school may aspire, was organized several years ago under 
the capable advisership of Richard J. Phelan of the faculty. It is the only all- 
around boys’ organization, in which the boys may enjoy the comradeship of each 
other. In that membership is elective, it is an honor to belong. The purpose 
of the club is to join the fellows, prominent in school activities, into a ‘‘closer 
bond of friendship.’? The club has enjoyed a very successful and active 
year in many ways. 


In the varied program, carefully planned, where both quality and the 
entertainment have been stressed, there were many outstanding speakers. 
Mr. Raymond I. Flynn of the faculty, first speaker of the year, spoke on his 
recent travels through England, Scotland, Ireland. The Boys’ Club devoted 
its next three meetings to a series of lectures open to the boys of the school 
which were well-attended and enthusiastically received. Professor Frank 
W. Pote, Department of Physics at Tufts College, guest speaker at the first 
lecture, spoke on the ‘‘Atomic Theory and Related Subjects.’? The second 
speaker, City Treasurer John J. Ward, gave his well-known talk on the 
Olympics, illustrated with pictures and slides taken at Germany this past 
summer. The last speaker in the series, a native of Canton, China, Mr. Ben 
Sam Seetoo, junior student at Tufts College, gave a most enlightening talk 
on China and her relations with other great world powers. Another unusual 
speaker was Mr. Joseph M. Lippincott, a third year student in the School of 
Religion at Tufts College who chose as his subject ‘‘A New Pattern for 
Patriotism and The American Friends’ Society.”’ 


The social side of the club has not been neglected. The boys joined with 
the Girls’ Club for a most successful and enjoyable meeting with Mr. Charles 
Rogers of the faculty, guest speaker, his subject being ‘‘Palestine, Past, 
Present, and Future.’’ Throughout the year, refreshments have been served 
after each meeting under a very capable committee. On March 5, the Boys’ 
Club, represented by Frank R. Pote and Lawrence EK. Peterson and the Girls’ 
Club by Lee DeMuzio and Phyllis Pidgeon, sponsored an informal after- 
noon dance in the High School Gym which proved to be such an innovation 
that many requests were received for repetition. It was acclaimed a social 
success by all the people attending. 


An assembly under the direction of the Boys’ Club, with representatives 
from Tufts, Harvard, Northeastern, Norwich, Bates, and Amherst Colleges, 
proved quite popular with the fellows of the school.

The Medford High School Stamp Club was founded in the year 1934 by 
a group of students headed by George Serson. The club was formed for a 
threefold purpose: to organize the philatelists of the Medford High School; 
to assist students in furthering their knowledge of philately; to provide en- 
joyment for its members. 


For the benefit of future members, the first M. H. 8S. Stamp Club established 
a constitution providing for payment of dues, membership, and arrangement 
of meetings and election of officers. 


The regular meetings, which are held on the first Wednesday and the third 
Thursday of each month, are made enjoyable by stamp auctions, moving pic- 
tures, stamp trading, contests, and guest speakers. Although the club is im- 
mature, various important speakers have been presented: Mr. Houghton San- 
erinetti of the Boston Transcript; Mr. Joseph Bell of Cambridge; Mr. Stearns, 
State Teachers College at Bridgewater; Mr. Lasky of Medford; Mr. Ralph 
Needham; and Mr. Arthur Andrews of Arlington, and others. 


To help celebrate the M. H. 8. Centennial in 1935, the club with the per- 
mission of the general committee sponsored a cachet commemorating the event, 
realizing a sum of money, part of which was contributed to the general ex- 
penses of the celebration. 


In the School Library, each year the club presents an exhibition which 
arouses favorable comments from students as well as teachers. Much interest 
is shown also in the continuous display of stamps in the case outside of Room 
314. Once a month the club issues a bulletin containing original articles, as 
well as excerpts from philatelie magazines. Leading philatelic magazines are 
subseribed to by the club each year. 


The limited membership of twenty-five has been reached each year. 
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The German Club of Medford High School, whose purpose it is to en- 
courage modern language study and to introduce to the student the lterature 
and music of Germany, enjoyed the fourth year of its existence under the 
direction of Miss Esther D. Starr. 

In the field of literature, the students have made studies of folk stories, 
particularly those centered about the Rhine. They have discussed the simpler 
poetry of Goethe, Heine, and Schiller. Those people with special interest in 
music have given programs on folk music, Wagnerian operas, and the compo- 
sitions of Beethoven. Another group planned a summer in Germany, with 
imaginary trips to Cologne, Weimar, Dresden, Heidelberg, and Oberammergau. 

Our club was represented at the recent showing of ‘‘ Emil und die Detek- 
tive,’’ and at other local performances. 

There has been a marked improvement in the development of interest in 
language study. ‘‘Immer weiter’’ reads our slogan, and we are looking for- 
ward to greater accomplishments.

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During the 1936-37 debating season, several teams representing the De- 
bating Clubs of the school participated in one interscholastic and several inter- 
mural contests. At the beginning of the season, the Boys’ Team met and defeated 
a team from the Medford High School Girls’ Debating Club in a radio debate 
on the question of Public Utilities. In a second radio debate, the sophomore 
boys were defeated on the Public Utilities question by the Chelsea High School 
Team by the score of 2 to 1 in a very close contest.

The orchestra assisted 
at many of the school functions this year, such as the Senior Class Play, Prize 
Speaking contest, Evening School Graduation, and assemblies. The orchestra 
was called upon to play for many organizations in Medford, 
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STEPPING-STONES TO SERVICE 
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From earliest times service, in one form or another, has been recognized 
as part of the program of life. As the ideals of nations have changed, the 
nature of the service has altered; but, high or low, the people have responded 
through service to the demands of their superiors. Thralls have served their 
kings, vassals have served their lords, peasants have served the aristocracy. 

Today the old idea of service by the people for their leaders has been 
changed to the motif of a co-operative service for the general benefit of man- 
kind. This kind of spirit is well illustrated in a maxim of the great educa- 
tor, Horace Mann, ‘‘Be ashamed to die until you have won some victory for 
humanity.’’ Through the generous service of the first secretary of the Massa- 
chusetts Board of Education we owe the development of the American pubhe 
school system. It must have been this same ideal that inspired Pasteur to 
spend his life and scientific knowledge in the service of humanity. 


In our generation the rule of service has entered every field. Even in- 
dustry has gone service-minded. We find it in the trend of social reform in 
government, and in the establishment of placement bureaus in colleges and 
schools. Organizations, such as Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs, Knights of Co- 
lumbus, and the Scouts are all founded on the ideals of service. In business 
today, as evidenced for example in telephone, insurance, and banking ad- 
vertisements, service to their customers is stressed as the main-spring of their 
policies. Turn back for a moment to the days of Tellson’s Bank, which in 
“A Tale of Two Cities,’’ Dickens describes as ‘‘the triumphant perfection 
of inconvenience,—very small, very dark, very uely, very incommodious.”’ 
Compare it with any of our Medford banks so obviously arranged for the 
depositor’s convenience. Such changes would not have been possible had it 
not been for man’s imagination, common sense, and courage, qualities that 
steer him to his choice of service. One must have imagination, ‘‘the ability 
to go outside oneself and take on the conditions of another mind,’’ to de- 
velop a forceful personality. As Dr. Fosdick has said, ‘‘He must hold a 
picture in his mind of what he would like to be some day. If you picture 
yourself vividly as defeated, you will find victory impossible. Picture your- 
self as winning and that alone will help amazingly towards success. Do not 
picture yourself as anything and you will drift like a derelict.’’ 


Acknowledging that, in whatever choice we make for a life-work, we 
must recognize the call of service, we should fit our special eift into the 
needs of our time, and the needs of any time require service. Therefore, when 
we earnestly feel that in service for others lies our opportunity, we have 
placed our feet firmly on a stepping-stone. Such a stepping-stone leads to 
an active and successful life. 


A generous service comes as a result of noble character, and nobility 
of character is frankly and clearly associated with faith. Man must have 
faith in himself and in God in order to give fully of his talents. Life teaches 
us faith—faith that the sun will rise tomorrow, that the seed sown will erow to 
blossom, that the boy of today paves the way of the future; and born of this 
faith is that which strengthens man’s faith in himself. Without it Grenfel! 
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could not have brought life and hope and joy to the ice-bound folk of Labra- 
dor. He was a graduate physician whose adventurous spirit prompted him 
to become a missionary. You remember the vivid stories of his sacrifices in 
erecting hospitals, co-operative stores, factories, orphan homes, and_ schools, 
benefitting the physical, social, and economic conditions of the seamen of the 
north-east coast. 


Men like Grenfell prove to us the inestimable value of leaders who direct 
service to noble ends. My second point, therefore, is a reminder that 
we should choose a leader wisely. Such a leader was King Arthur, whose 
Knights of the Round Table rose to great achievements as long as they were 
unitedly bound to the service of God through their king. Great leaders 
have ever inspired great service. Unwise leaders have brought those who 
served them to ineffable sorrow. So it is that we find the disillusioned Car- 
dinal Wolsey, who had given everything he had to the whims of King Henry 
VIII, crying bitterly in the hour of his downfall, ‘‘Had I but served my God 
with half the zeal I served my King, he would not in my age have left me to 
mine enemies.”’ 


Generally in wise leadership is found a strong personality. Dr. Fosdick 
has said, in developing personality we must not only have imagination but 
also common sense and straight or purposeful thinking—thinking in terms 
of service. It is this kind of thinking that inspired Doctor George Washing- 
ton Carver, renowned for his chemical wizardry, to develop from the common, 
ordinary peanut nearly three hundred useful products, including cheese, 
candies, linoleum, face powder, and even axle grease! From the sweet potato 
he has made more than one hundred products, among them vinegar, shoe 
blacking, and molasses. His success shows that when you use the common 
tools of life in an uncommon way, to make them serve our human needs, you 
will command the attention of the world. Experts say that this solitary 
humble negro has done more than any other living man to rehabilitate agri- 
culture in the South—that same ‘South which had worked him as a slave 
for so many years. The story goes that when he was but a baby in a rude 
slave cabin, night riders carried him away, taking not the shghtest care of 
him. Finally he was traded by his master for a broken-down horse. Later 
in hfe, for his scientific research work, he became invaluable to Tuskegee 
Institute and to the world. On one occasion, a peanut-grower in Florida 
sent him diseased specimens of peanuts, asking what was wrong, and how 
to cure them. After giving the correct treatment, he received a check for 
$100. The famous doctor sent this back, saying that God didn’t charge any- 
thing for growing the peanut, and that he didn’t charge anything for curing it. 


Strong and influential personalities have characterized people who have 
given service unstintingly for others, and such have had the kind of faith 
that produces courage. What better illustration of courage can we cite than 
the story of that little group of American medical men in Cuba, who sub- 
jected themselves to the dangers of death to conquer the dreaded disease of 
yellow fever? No material compensation would be sufficient to reward these 
men. As for that, could all the money in the world pay Grenfell for estab- 
lishing a healthful settlement for the people in Labrador? Or pay Pasteur 
for the lives he has saved? Or reward the patient negro for givine new 
means of livelihood to the Southern farmers? Such men are bigger than 
money can buy, and find their reward in the satisfaction of service well 
rendered. 
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Neatly the situation is summed up in the words of Dr. Fosdick, ‘‘If a 
man is primarily after wealth, the world can whip him; if he is primarily 
after pleasure, the world can beat him; but, if a man is primarily developing 
character through his services to humanity, then he can capitalize anything 
that life does to him and gain lasting happiness.’’

In 
addition to these two boys, other members of the class of 1937 whose efforts as 
tracksters contributed to a fine indoor season are Joseph Granfield, 1000 yarder ; 
Frank MeDewell, 600 yarder and relay; Gabriel Sena, 600 yarder; James 
Sullivan, 600 yarder; William Yelland, high jumper; and Fred Monagle, relay. 
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The indoor season opened on New Year’s Day as usual with the High 
School Team meeting the ‘‘old erads.’? The ‘‘old boys’’ proved a little too 
spry for the youngsters, winning by the marein of the relay, the last event of 
a very exciting meet. The High School Relay Four forced the Alumni to a 
new relay record to eke out its victory. ‘‘Eddie’?

The Malden team greatly weakened by the graduation of its outstanding 
performers of 1936 and consisting largely of willing but inexperienced sopho- 
mores, was no match for Medford in the annual get-to-gether of these tradi- 
tional friendly enemies. Medford won first places in every event except the 
shot-put and 1000 yard run. 


NORTHEASTERN INTERSCHOLASTICS 


By virtue of Eddie Dugger’s victory in the hurdles and a very good relay 
team consisting of Twomey, Herlihy, McDewell, and Dugger, Medford placed 
fourth in this first big open meet of the season. 


Brockton 46 5-6 — MeEpForp 30 1-6 


Medford traveled to Brockton to be treated to a drubbing by their hosts, 
Brockton High School. Eddie Dugger helped take the sting out of defeat by 
proving the outstanding performer of the meet with victories in the dash, high 
jump, and broad jump. 


EASTERN SEABOARD RELAY CARNIVAL 


Medford placed fourth in the Newswriters Carnival at the Boston Garden. 
In doing so it had the great satisfaction of thrice defeating two of its neigh- 
bors, Malden and Everett. The boys who made up the victorious quartets were 
Victor Clemente, Warren Evans, Fred Monagle, Walter Sherwood, Edward 
Dugger, Frank MeDewell, Richard Herlihy, Caufield Twomey, Joseph Gran- 
field, Amando Moschella, Joe Solomon, and James Sullivan. 


MeEpFrorp 39 — ANDOVER J. V.’s 29 


As a preparation of the Andover Interscholasties, Medford met the An- 
dover Junior Varsity team at the Case Memorial Cage. The High School 
Team won convineinely with first places in six of eight events, Dugger in the 
hurdles and high jump, Evans in the dash, Twomey in the 300, MeDewell in 
the 600, Granfield in the 1000. 
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ANDOVER INTERSCHOLASTICS 


With Dugger’s first in the hurdles and second in the broad jump, Twomey’s 
third in the 300, and a relay four composed of the above-mentioned plus ‘‘Ike’’ 
Evans and Frank MeDewell who scored three important digits, Medford 
placed fourth at the annual interscholastic meet at Andover Academy with 
thirteen points. 


State MEET 


Medford placed third, behind Boston English and Newton, in the annual 
State Meet at the Boston Garden with fifteen points. Again a hurdle victory 
by Eddie Dugger plus his second in the broad jump, ‘‘ Coffee’? Twomey’s 
second in a very close 300, and a relay four made up of Dugger, Twomey, 
Evans, and Monagle, which scored four points in beating Malden, made Med- 
ford’s total of fifteen points. 


BowboIn INTERSCHOLASTICS 


A trip to the Bowdoin Interscholastiecs at Brunswick, Maine was sanc- 
tioned by the school authorities as a result of the successful indoor season. 
The four boys who made the trip seemed to appreciate the privilege and nearly 
won the meet from the very strong and numerous Nott Terrace School of 
Schenectady, N. Y. Medford’s 21 points were won by Eddie Dugger, ‘‘Coffee’’ 
Twomey, ‘‘Ike’’ Evans, and Frank MeDewell, who comprised the entire team. 
Eddie’s contribution was a first in the hurdles and broad jump and a first in 
the 300; and the four together won first place in the relay. Nott Terrace, with 
a team of twenty-two boys, won the meet with 22 1-3 points.

Capt. ‘‘Eddie’’ Dugger continued where he left off indoors by win- 
ning both high and low hurdle races, and equaling the record in the former 
event. ‘‘Coffee’’?’ Twomey contributed a good fourth in the 440. 


LAWRENCE 41 1-2 — MeEprForp 35 1-2 


In the first dual meet of the season Lawrence defeated Medford by the 
margin of the relay. Capt. Dugger with 15 points and ‘‘Coffee’’ Twomey with 
10 did their best to bring home a victory. 


QUADRANGULAR MEET 


The third meet of the current outdoor season was a quadrangular tilt 
which included Medford, Brockton, Lowell, and Newton. With regret, it is 
recorded that in this meet Medford finished a poor fourth with 11 1-4 points. 
These were won by Dugger victories in the hurdles and 220, and a fourth in 
the 440 by Twomey, plus the fractional point by Martis and Price in a multiple 
fourth place tie in the high jump. 
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BOYS’ BASKETBALL TEAM 
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Basketball 
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Led by an inspiring leader in Captain ‘*‘Ted’’ Cervone and flanked by such 
fine players as Ray Valas, Jim Dwyer, Dom Augliera, Frank Marko, and Nick 
Del Ninno, the Medford High Basketball Team of 1937 was able to set a stand- 
ard for future teams. This was the first year of coaching basketball at Medford 
for Herbert L. Collins. After an absence of five years from active coaching, 
Mr. Collins did a splendid piece of work and directed the team through a fine 
schedule into the Tech Tournament, the goal of all high school basketball teams. 

Due to inexperience and nervousness, the team lost to Chelsea by the score of 
28-22. Then in quick succession Woburn, Revere, and Arlington were defeated.
